Those who sin most lightly 
and against thei*selv*s in most part are those 
who seek the “ascension” just referred to, with# 
out minding the laws of their being. In a word, 
it i« thought more blameworthy to take “a short 
cut to material w'ealth,”’ than it is “inebriated by 
nectar” to feel that the soul has passed to 
a 
higher form. 
But what is the use to quibble 
over which is the worst sin—“to get drunk or to 
steal” w'hen either one of them will damn? With 
the last proposal over with the lesson is taught 
—the next thing to do is to seek ways and means 
of avoiding the grosser sins and the “finer” sins. 
It might be of interest to think over why people 
do commit sin. /Without going into theology— 
first, it is easy to see why the baser sins are com­ 
mitted. 
The man steals because he needs the

money to make him secure against hunger and 
cold. Theman lies in a trade because 
he can 
thereby make a living without work. The man 
bears false witness because he is too lazy to make 
a place for himself, so he thinks he will lie the 
other fellow out of his job. 
Second, as for the 
“finer” sins—the ones where people eat too much, 
“j ust because it tastes good” ; where they drive a 
car too fast, just because a certain exhiliration 
accompanies fast driving; and where they dissi­ 
pate their superhuman sexual'powers, forgetting 
that all dissipation mekns deterioration. 
It is 
not easy to explain why# people commit these 
“finer” sins, like it is to'tell why they will lie and 
steal.
